Governor Issues Challenge ... 
Exon Raps Marvel 
For Attack On DAS 


In a strongly worded letter filled with 


personal jabs, Gov J James Exon Mon- 
day challenged Sen. Richard Marvel to 
tell his legislative colleagues why he is 
attempting to "destroy" the Department 
ol Administrative Services 


Exon sent copies of his 21 z-page missile 


to all members ol the Legislature. 


Marvel's Appropriations Committee is 


the sponsor ot a bill, LB452, which would 
replace the gubernatorially controlled 
DAS with a Department ot Governmental 
Services managed by live constitutional 
officers. 


The measure is headed tor final 


reading 
It it clears that hurdle Exon 


assured Marvel, it will run into a guber- 
natorial veto 


The bill would "dixmantel (DAS) as the 


only viable department at the disposal ol 
the governor in controlling and keeping 
do\\n costs ot state government and 
making certain that authorized expen- 
ditures are properly accounted for." 
Exon said 


Exon identified Marvel as "the prime 


force" behind the proposal 


"Certainly you, who helped create and 


channel the prerogatives and duties ot the 
governor under DAS long before I 
became or was considered tor this office, 
are the last person who should be 
credited with leading the effort to destroy 
the effectiveness and constitutional 
powers and obligations ot this office to 
which vou have expressed aspirations to 
some day occupy," the governor wrote 
the senator.

Exon said he has been advised that

"Early in my administration," he 


wrote Marvel, "you were delighted at my 
selection of Gus Lieske as the director of 
this most important position. 


"He formerly worked closely with you 


and obtained much of his expertise in the 
area as a member ot the fiscal staff for 
the Legislature. 


"I understand that your enthusiasm has 


cooled for Mr. Lieske and that, because 
ol personalities, it is alleged you and a 
tew of your closest colleagues in the 
Legislature have a vendetta going agsmst 
Mr Lieske that has resulted in the in- 
troduction of LB452. 


"If that is true, I suggest that it is a very 


poor way to run state government ' 


Lieske, Exon said, "can be criticized 


only for his tight-fisted approach to the 
proper and authorized expenditures of 
state funds." 


And that approach has been followed at 


"my explicit direction." the governor 
said 


Ex.on suggested that Marvel's 


statements to the effect that the 
Legislature cannot get information from 
DAS are unwarranted 


"I have told you repeatedly to come to 


me whenever you had such problems." 
the governor told the senator. "You have 
been most conspicuous by your absence, 
or even a request accordingly." 


"I request that, in support ot your 


statements, you specifically document or 
otherwise prove to your colleagues what, 
it any, iniormation you have been denied 
in the past or present," the governor 
wrote Marvel. 


Exon said he will, if necessary, veto 


this "concerted eftort to erode the con- 
stitutional powers of the office of the 
governor." a bill which he said "seeks to 
impugn on the executive

Nixon Voices 'Absolute Confidence' In Dean 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


White House Monday denied 
that presidential counsel John 
W Dean III had prior knowledge 
of the Watergate bugging inci- 
dent and quoted President 
Nixon as voicing "absolute and 
total confidence" in Dean. 


The statement was issued at 


Key Biscayne, Fla , where Nixon 
was staying 


At the Capitol, the Senate's 


special Watergate investigating 


committee 
was urged by 


Republican Leader Hugh Scott 
to hold public hearings as quick- 
ly as possible 


"We should have the 
full 


story." Scott told newsmen He 
said last week Nixon had 
authorized mm to say that the 
White House had nothing to con- 
ceal. 


Scott's comments were made 


shortly before a closed meeting 
of the committee set up by the 


Senate to investigate the bugging 
of Democratic headquarters in 
the Watergate complex and 
other alleged political espionage 
and sabotage in last year's 
presidential campaign 


White House Press Secretary 


Ronald L. Ziegler said the Presi- 
dent telephoned Dean in 
Washington during the morning 
because of what Ziegler called 
very extraordinary and serious 
charges leveled against Dean.

driven by John Keller, a 
Chamberlain. S.D . attorney who 
had been working with AIM's 
legal representatives 


Keller showed the Indians 


manning the roadblock 
a 


restraining order providing that 
six carloads of food be allowed 
into Wounded Knee daily 


"That doesn't apply here." 


said one of the Indians. "This is 
Oglala Sioux country." 


Two federal marshals accom- 


panied Keller in another vehicle 
They said they would report the 
events at the roadblock to their 
superiors. 


The food, gathered in Rapid 


City from donations, was taken 
from the trunk of the car. Those 
at the roadblock said it would be 
distributed to Pine Ridge Reser- 
vation Indians

He 
noted that Magruder has denied 
having any advance knowledge 
of the affair 


McCord met Friday and Satur- 


day with Samuel Dash, chief 
counsel of the Senate panel 
Dash told a news conference 
Sunday that McCord had named 
others who were involved, but 
Dash declined to say who they 
were 


McCord, encountered 
on a 


Washington street Monday by a 
Star-News reporter, said that 
published accounts of what he 
had told the Senate aides were 
correct. He would not elaborate 


McCord apparently was 


referring to the Los Angeles 
Times reports. 


Dash said that McCord, an ex- 


FBI and CIA agent who was 
security director of the Com- 
mittee for the Re-Election of the 
President, has agreed to con- 
tinue to meet with him and tell 
all he knows about the 
Watergate affair. 


Scott said anything made 


available to the investigating 
committee's Democratic majori- 
ty should be made equally 
available to the Republican 
minority "so we can make a

24-acre tract 


Two weeks ago the council 


overrode 
Mayor 
Sam 


Schwartzkopf's veto of a similar 
request for commercial zoning 
on two opposite corners of that 
same intersection Sterling Flott 
applied for H-2 Commercial 
zoning for the northeast and 
southeast corners 


The City-County Planning 


Commission recommended 
denial of both Flott's and River- 
towne's applications for H-2 
zoning, contending thrt such 


developments would contribute 
to urban sprawl and strip zoning 
along West 0. 


However, the planning corn- 


mission did suggest the council 
adopt an alternate plan on 
Flott's application 


That plan called for denial of 


any zoning change on the 
northeast corner, but approval 
of a more restrictive H-S zoning 
on the southeast corner. 


The council didn't buy that 


alternative 


Tews reported that the 


developer "could live with" the 
reduced H-S zoning on the 
northwest corner 


Asked by Councilwoman 


Helen Boosalis how he could 
justify the need for additional 
commercial development at that 
location in light of recent council 
action approving Flott's request, 
Tews replied that there is a need 
for highway services adjacent tp 
the interstate. 


He noted that the developer 


would provide sewer and water 
facilities to the development. 


The council is slated to take 


action on the application next 
Monday 


Last Phase Arranged 
For Release, Pullout 


Nixon 'Particularly Gratified' 


SAIGON (AP) — The release of the last 


148 American prisoners in Indochina and 
withdrawal of remaining U S troops in 
Vietnam begin Tuesday under eleventh- 
hour agreements worked out in Saigon 
and Vientiane 


U S. officials in Saigon and Washington 


said the moves will be completed by 
Thursday, one day after the deadline 
written into the Paris peace agreement 
signed Jan 27 


The Florida White House at Key 


Biscayne called the agreement "very 
good news" and said President Nixon ap- 
proved the terms personally and was 
"particularly gratified " 


A four-day impasse over release of nine 


Americans captured in Laos and held by 
the Communist Pathet Lao delayed the 
homecoming of the American prisoners 
held in Vietnam as well as that of the 5.- 
000 remaining U.S. troops 


The impasse was resolved wnen tne 


North Vietnamese 
announced early 


Tuesday that the nine will be released in 
Hanoi on Wednesday 


North Vietnamese representatives in 


Saigon also said the four-party Joint 
Military Commission will end after the 
last prisoner release and last troop 
withdrawals Thursday, and the 825-man 
Hanoi and U.S. delegations will return 
home Friday and Saturday. But reports 
from U S sources persisted that this was 
only tentative. 


Under terms of the Paris agreement, 


the commission was to expire 
Wednesday, 60 days after the signing of 
the accord, and give way to a two-party 
commission made up of the opposing 
South Vietnamese parties — the Saigon 
government and the Viet Cong. 


U.S and North Vietnamese officials 


said the last group of 32 American 
prisoners captured in South Vietnam and 
held by the Viet Cong will be released 
Tuesday afternoon at Hanoi's Gia Lam 
Airport. They will board a U S. C141 
hospital plane and fly to Clark Air Base in 
the Philippines for medical tests before 
returning to the United States 


On Wednesday, the Pathet Lao will 


free the nine Americans and one Cana- 
dian they hold and North Vietnam will 
release 40 more Americans, all at Gia 
Lam The turnover will be completed 
Thursday when North Vietnam releases 
the last 67 prisoners 


This will bring to 587 the number of 


American military and civilian prisoners 
released by the Viet Cong, North Vietnam 
and the Pathet Lao since Feb 12 


The prisoner dispute had centered on 


the nine Americans captured in Laos. 
Their names were on a list handed to the 
United States by North Vietnam on Feb 
1 


While North Vietnam and the Viet 


Cong earlier had proposed last Saturday 
and Sunday for release of the POWs held 
in Vietnam, the North Vietnamese failed 
to state the time and place the prisoners 
captured in Laos would be released 


The United States refused to withdraw 


any more troops, under orders from 
President Nixon, until North Vietnam 
gave assurances that the POWs held by 
the Pathet Lao also would be released on 
a specific date and at a specific place 


The United States finally got the firm 


commitment it wanted but the agreement 
made no mention of Communist demands 
that the United States withdraw 159 
Marine guards from the U.S. Embassy as 
part of its final troop redeployments. 


The North Vietnamese earlier had 


made the final prisoner releases con- 
tingent on withdrawal of these Marine 
guards. But U.S sources said it was a 
"nonissue" and was not even discussed in 
the secret meetings in Saigon and Laos at 
which the standoff was resolved. 


Hastings Man 
POW In Laos 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Pentagon 


Monday released the names of seven 
POWs as disclosed by the Communist 
Pathet Lao in Laos. 


They include six Air Force men and a 


naval officer. 


They are Capt. Jack M. Butcher, of Ann 


Arbor. Mich.. Maj. Norbert A. Gotner. of 
Kansas City, Kan : Maj Edward W 
Leonard Jr., of Winlock. Wash . Capt 
Stephen G. Long, of Hastings. Neb.. 
Capt. Charles F. Riess. of St. Louis. Mo.. 
and Lt Col Walter M Stischer. of San 
Antonio. Texas 


The Navy man is Lt. Henry J 


Bedinger. of Hatboro. Pa. 


The State Department also released the 


names of two American civilians as dis- 
closed by the Pathet Lao They are 
Ernest C. Brace. 41. Detroit, a pilot with 
Bird & Sons, shot down May 21.1965. and 
Samuel Mattix, 21. Centralia. Wash , who 
was a missionary captured Oct 28. 1972 
The name of a Canadian POW also was 
listed 
He is Lloyd D 
Oppel. 21

Luedtke: Exon Prison 
Might Jeopardize Aid

Gov J James Exon's proposal to build 


one 400-bed men's reformatory, instead 
of two smaller medium security facilities, 
could jeopardize federal aid funding for 
the project. Sen Roland Luedtke of Lin- 
coln said Monday. 


Current federal funding requirements 


for the Law Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration (LEAA) place a planning 
limitation of 300 beds on correctional in- 
stitutions, Luedtke said in an interview. 


Despite recent cutbacks in federal aid 


for all kinds of programs. Luedtke said, 
he is "still fairly confident that we can 
acquire federal funding during the next 
couple of years which would greatly assist 
our correctional program." 


'High Priority' 


Correctional improvements are "still a 


high federal priority with LEAA." he 
said 


Luedtke, chairman of the Legislature's 


Judiciary/ Committee, said he cannot 
accept Exon's penal reform construction 
recommendations, although he is "very 
happy that the governor has 
recommended specific action." 


Whereas Luedtke's committee has 


accepted the state penal consultant's 
recommendations for about $30.5 million 
in construction over the next seven years. 
Exon proposed a four-year plan costing 
$14 million 


$8 Million Asked 


The committee has asked the Ap- 


propriations Committee to earmark near- 
lv $8 million in federal revenue-sharing 
funds for immediate construction of a 
new 250-bed medium security institution 
and a new diagnostic and evaluation 
center for men. both in Lincoln. 


(Nearly $5 million in proposed work 


release facilities in Lincoln and Omaha 
are probably not needed Luedtke said, 
cutting the eventual construction plan to 
$25 million ) 


Exon suggested that the Legislature 


scrap the consultant's recommendation 
for two new medium security prisons 


(including a 200-bed institution in 
Omaha), and build a single 400-bed facili- 
ty near the Interstate Highway between 
Omaha and Lincoln. 


"I cannot agree with that. 
Luedtke 


said 


'It disregards the regional concept ot 


keeping institutions as small as possible 
for rehabilitation and counseling 


30 Miles Away 


Exon's proposal would place a new in- 


stitution "30 miles from where the 
professional help is now living.' Luedtke 
said and in a new area in which 
we 


would have to assure the residents that a 
penal institution should be built " 


The governor's suggestion that $40,000 


would be sufficient for land acquisition at 
a new site is "wholly inadequate and non- 
realistic," Luedtke said. 


The only result could be further delays 


he said 


Luedtke said he also opposes Exon's 


suggestion that the trustee dormitory at 
the Penitentiary be remodeled into a 
diagnostic and evaluation center 


'Wasting Funds' 


"It should not be integrated into the 


Penitentiary unit," Luedtke said 
'We 


would only be wasting funds to remodel 
the dorm for that purpose " 


But. Luedtke said, he would not dis- 


count the possibility of remodeling the 
medical-surgical building at the Lincoln 
Regional Center for that purpose "if it is 
not being tully utilized now " 


Although the medical building was 


"badly needed" some years ago the 
regional center, it apparently is not fully 
needed for that purpose now," he said. 


Luedtke said the governor erred in 


suggesting that the penal reform study 
placed more emphasis on construction 
than programs "Nothing could be farther 
from the truth." he said 


And. despite what Exon said. Luedtke 


insisted, "we at no time said 50^ federal 
funding (for construction projects) was a 
firm reality. We did say we woul4>wk 
any and all federal funfc possible."

Oil Company Greed Seen 
Behind Rise In Gasoline 


OKLAHOMA CITY (APi - 


Any substantial hikes in the cost 
of gasoline this summer will 
come only because of the greed 
of oil companies, Charles 
Nesbitt. chairman of the Okla- 
homa Corporation Commission, 
said Monday. 


"If the price of gasoline with- 


in the next year goes up to 50 or 
60 cents, it's just gouging the 
public." Nesbitt said in com- 
menting on rumors that gaso- 
line prices will skyrocket this 
summer because of the national 
energy crisis. 


"Part of that is people talking 


when they don't know what on 
earth they're talking about." he 
said of the rumors. 


Nesbitt. whose commission 


regulates public utilities and oil 
companies in Oklahoma, said 
price rises in crude oil might 
force gasoline prices up a cent or 
two this summer, but that would 
be all. 


."By golly, if it does go to 50 or 


60 cents, and I'm not saying it 
isn't, there's only one thing 
that's going to cause it, and 
that's greed." Nesbitt said. 


He said gasoline now whole- 


sales for about 13 cents a gallon. 
Twenty years ago. he said, the 


price was 12 cents. 


Adding 11 cents tax and 2 


cents transportation, the price to 
Oklahoma service stations runs 
about 26 cents a gallon, he said. 


Anything above that is gross 


profit to the service station, he 
said. 


Nesbitt said there are only 


three reasons for a gasoline price 
hike: higher crude oil prices, 
higher refining costs or other in- 
flationary pressures, and "a 
desire for more profit." 


He said if crude oil somehow 


booms to $5 a barrel, which is 
about $1.60 above its present 
price, "if you divide the $1.60 
among about 40 gallons, the 
most you would say would be 
added to the cost of gasoline is 


four cents." 


"The increase of 25 cents in 


Oklahoma crude oil is at most 
two thirds of one cent" in gaso- 
line prices, Nesbitt said. 


As a general rule, Nesbitt said, 


gasoline prices rise roughly 2V2 
cents for each $1 increase in 
crude oil prices, meaning crude 
oil would have to go to $8 or $9 
before gas prices of 50 to 60 
cents a gallon are justified. 


"As far as the normal in- 


flationary pressures this sum- 
mer, the most you could say the 
price of gasoline at the pump to 
the service station would be is 27 
to 29 cents," Nesbitt said. "Now, 
if it goes to 50 or 60 cents it is 
simply because the companies 
selling seize upon a shortage as a 
device, as an excuse to raise the 
price. 


"If a commodity still costs the 


same to produce and the 
delivery price in front of the con- 
sumer is the same, there's no 
reason for the price to go up just 
because there's a shortage. 


"It just means where there's a 


shortage, you're sold out. 
Whenever you have a shortage, 
this is the time-honored excuse 
to raise prices and make more 
profit." 


Food Stamp Benefits Will Increase 


WASHINGTON (APi - The 


Agriculture Department

nounced Monday that 12 million 
needy 
persons 
in

government's food stamp 
program will get a cost-of-eating 
raise amounting to 3.6 per cent 
or $4 per month for a family of 
four. 


But the new allowances, effec- 


tive July 1. are tailored to be less 
beneficial to families with in- 
comesjflt the upper end of the 
poverty" scale. 


Under the system, needy 


families can buy food stamps at 
rates depending on monthly in- 
comes and household sizes. In 
addition they get bonus coupons 
which boost spending power at 
grocery stores. 


The current monthly food 


stamp total for a four member 
household is $112. Beginning 
July 1. the allowance will be $116 
per month.

Similar shrinkages in net

A person living alone will be

Sir Noel Coward — playwright, 
author, actor, director, 
producer, wit — died of a heart 
attack shortly after the break of 
day Monday at his vacation 
home on this Caribbean island. 


He was 73. 
Death came suddenly but 


peacefully, his London secretary 
said, ending a career of more 
than half a century. 


It came at a time when many 


of his works were enjoying a 
successful revival in London and 
New York. 


High Court Will Hear 
Wiretap Evidence Case 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government Monday won a 
hearing before the Supreme 
Court in its attempt to save 
evidence gathered in dozens of 
wiretaps that have 
been 


rendered useless by a lower 
court. 


If the evidence is barred, said 


the Justice Department, "a 
major disruption in the 
government's efforts to control 
organized crime" could result. 


The high court agreed to hear 


«ometime next fall the 
government's appeal of a ruling 
last October by the U.S. Circuit 
Court in Richmond that wiretaps 
not approved by the attorney 
general or an assistant attorney 
general were illegal. 


The challenged taps were ap- 


proved between 1969 and 1971 by 
Sol Lindenbaum, executive assis- 
tant to then-Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell 


In the 1968 Omnibus Control 


and Safe Streets Act, Congress 
approved wiretaps when super- 
vised by judges after authoriza- 
tion by the attorney general 


The government maintained 


that Mitchell was personally 
responsible for the applications 
signed by Lindenbaum, who 
acted as Mitchell's "alter ego in 
such matters " 


Since November, 1971, all 


applications to judges for 
wiretaps have been signed by the 
attorney general, according to a 


spokesman of the Justice 
Department. 


The circuit court ruling 


prevented the government from 
using wiretapped evidence in a 
Baltimore narcotics trial. 


The court, over the objection 


of Justice William 0. Douglas, 
denied a hearing to Harvard 
Prof. Samuel L. Popkin in his ef- 
fort to create a "scholar's im- 
munity" from grand jury 
questioning. 


Political scientist 
Popkin 


spent seven days in jail last year 
for refusing to answer questions 
in a probe of the Pentagon 
Papers case. 


He refused to disclose con- 


fidential sources on his specialty, 
American involvement in Indo- 
China, or to reveal whether he 
discussed the papers with Daniel 
Ellsberg before Ellsberg 
released the c l a s s i f i e d 
documents to newspapers last 
year. 


Ellsberg is currently on trial in 


federal court in Los Angeles for 
theft and unauthorized posses- 
sion of government documents. 


The justices agreed to decide 


whether a West Virginia law on 
appeal bonds in civil suits is con- 
stitutional 


A West Dunbar. W.Va.. father 


of five claimed that state law 
requiring a bond twice the size 
of the civil judgment prevented 
poor people from appealing 
adverse decisions.

night club act once featured in 
Las Vegas, were best sellers 


"Private Lives." in a new 


production, is a hit in London's 
West End and musical shows 
based on his works have been 
highly successful in London and 
New York. The British revue is 
"Cowardy Custard" and the 
New York show is called "Oh 
Coward!" 


He also wrote novels, short 


stories and verses Two volumes 
of his autobiography have been 
published, "Present Indicative" 
and "Future Indefinite " He was 
writing a third volume at his 
death 


He was acting by the age of 11 


and achieved stardom at 21, in 
1920 Five years later five of his 
plays or revues were running 
simultaneously in London 


Altogether he wrote more 


than 40 plays and films, acted in 
dozens more, published books 
and composed music for 
cabaret, revues and operettas 


The news of the death of such 


a stage giant shocked London's 
theaterland 


"It is a tragedy." said im- 


presario Harold Davidson. "He 
was the greatest thing I have 
ever known — he was Mr Show- 
Business. Mr. Entertainment 
He was the theater. Nobody can 
replace him " 


"He has died at the top of his 


form, with a Coward revival. 
said actor Sir Ralph Richardson 


Coward was reputed to be 


Britain's highest paid playwright 


at one time. That was in his early 
1930s, when he was earning an 
estimated 
$5,000 a week in 


royalties from his plays. "Blithe 
Spirit" ran for 1.997 perfor- 
mances — a record for a non- 
musical in London. 


In 1953 - at 54 — he was paid 


more than $30,000 for a four- 
week cabaret stint in Las Vegas. 


He had a talent to amuse, as 


he said, but he also had a talent 
to offend Some of his songs and 
lines were sensational in their 
day — even if they appear tajne 
in the permissive 1970's 


Cri'ics called his 1925 play 


"Fallen Angels" degenerate and 
obscene because two married 
women drink themselves silly 
over the same lover 


His 1942 war movie "In Which 


We Serve" was censored by the 
U S Hays Office — with the cen- 
sor cutting four words, "hell. 
God, 
damn, bastard." 


Britain's BBC objected to the 


lines in his song "I Like 
America." that "New Jersey 
darnes . go up in flames 
if 


someone mentions bed." So Sir 
Noel changed it to In Tennessee, 
the BBC would blush to hear 
what's said." 


That didn't stop Queen 


Elizabeth II from knighting him 
— making him Sir Noel — in her 
1970 honors list 


Knighthood came just 16 days 


after his 70th birthday on Dec. 
16, 1969 


"I wear my tribute-accepting 


face at all times." he said with 
his usual lack of modesty 


In his twilight he was to say 
"You can't go blowing your 


own trumpet when others are 
doing it for you " 


"I don't feel 70 In fact I don't 


know how 70 ought to feel I feel 
no different from the young 
sprig I was at 50 


"I have never done things to 


keep fit Perhaps that is why I 
am so healthy " 


Coward had a speckled per- 


sonal life 
Never married, 


pushed by his mother as a boy 
into the theatrical world. The 
master had many girl friends 
such as Gertrude Lawrence, but 
no real loves. 


Whatever all that added up to. 


Coward always was able to fend 
off any suggestion he was other 


than a theatrical genius without 
gaudy personal life. He said: 
"There are still a few private 
areas of my life left One learns 
to cover the warts with make- 
up " 


That was about all Noel 


Coward was willing to say about 
his sex life or any other private 
avenues involved 


A chain menthol cigarette 


smoker. Coward hit on a way of 
life that involved a place in 
Jamaica under the sun and 
Switzerland when the buds were 
bursting 


It kept him out of Britain for 


years except for quick trips to 
pick up kudos, fresh plaudits and 
the occasional bank check He 
was the first to admit he had two 
purposes in show business do it 
well and get paid 


The best actor he ever saw. 


aside from himself Sir Laurance 
Olivier 


His favorite play 
his own 


"Private Lives." 


His quickest effort, the peren- 


nial hit "Blithe Spirit " He wrote 
it on a weekend while on the

WASHINGTON - 
Even sympathetic Washington 


Republicans think that President Nixon is making a mistake 
in refusing to let past and present White House aides testify 
before congressional committees. Besides building toward a 
Constitutional crisis, this hard-to-justify extension of 
"Executive Privilege" is also convincing the public that the 
Administration must have a lot to hide about the Watergate 
and kindred episodes. 


There's the danger. People expect a certain amount of 


corruption and dirty pool. But they begin to stir when the 
chicanery appears deep-rooted — something that the 
political party or Administration cannot or will not search 
out and destroy. 


Just about a hundred years ago, President U.S. Grant 


provoked such public indignation when he tried to protect 
his chief White House aide and other "Whiskey Ring" 
cronies against Federal investigators. "Grantism" became a 
major 1876 campaign issue and albatross for the Republican 
Party, and Mr. Nixon would do better to follow contrary 
precedents: the ethics and clean-up practices of GOP 
Presidents Calvin Coolidge and Dwight Eisenhower. 


Coolidge inherited a seamy mess from his predecessor, 


Warren G. Harding. Rumors of high-level corruption had 
begun to spread in 1922, hurting the GOP in that year's 
Congressional elections. But the lid didn't blow off until Oc- 
tober, 1923, a few months after Harding's death, when a 
Senate investigating committee began looking into 
questionable oil lease circumstances (since immortalized as 
"Teapot Dome"). Both Navy Secretary Edwin Denby and 
Interior Secretary Albert Fall were involved; meanwhile, 
Attorney General Harry Daugherty seemed to be mixed up 
in dozens of shady circumstances. 


* 
With Congress howling for action, Coolidge moved slow- 


ly but decisively. Two prominent lawyers, Owen Roberts 
(later Supreme Court Justice) and Atlee Pomerene, former 
U.S. Senator from Ohio, were appointed as special 
prosecutors to rescind the oil leases. By thus bypassing the 
Justice Department, Coolidge tacitly admitted that 
"The 


Department of Easy Virtue" was under suspicion. Then in 
March, 1924, after Daugherty refused to open Justice 
Department files to a Senate investigating committee, 
Coolidge requested his resignation and replaced him with 
Harlan F. Stone, former dean of the Columbia Law School. 
Coolidge also named the Chief Justice of the California 
Supreme Court as Navy Secretary, and he picked J. Edgar 
Hoover to replace the tainted Bureau of Investigation Direc- 
tor W. J. Burns. With the new President's housecleaning, the 
electoral danger to the GOP — much feared in early 1924 — 
passed away. 


Dwight Eisenhower was just as firm in 1958, when a 


Congressional committee alleged that his White House Chief 
of Staff, Sherman Adams, had taken a vicuna coat and other 
presents from Bernard Goldfine, a New England in- 
dustrialist with Federal Trade Commission problems. 
Eisenhower advised his aide to go before the committee and 
testify. Executive privilege was never invoked. Then, after 
Adams admitted receiving the gifts, the President asked for 
his resignation. 


President Nixon cannot ignore the unfolding episodes 


that keep raising new questions about the Justice Depart- 
ment, the FBI, SEC, White House staff, and the Committee 
to Re-Elect the President. Top Republicans are justifiably 
concerned. A pattern has been established that goes beyond 
any possibility of coincidence. The President may risk his 
place in history — and the success of his party — if he tries 
to cloak these malfeasances with a dubious extension of 
"Executive Privilege."

President Nixon no doubt will 


give Thieu a sympathetic 
hearing, but Congress may be 
more difficult to win over 
Nevertheless. Thieu will try to 
do so After meeting with Nixon, 
he will travel to Washington for 
private consultations with key 
senators and representatives 
about the aid question. 


W«iile President Nixo^regards 


American aid as an "investment 
in peace," he acknowledges the 
criticism and controversy that 
his plan to help Indochina 
"recover from the ravages of a 
g e n e r a t i o n of w a r ' ' has 
generated. During a news con- 
ference on Jan 31. the President 
indicated that "Many con- 
gressmen and senators and many 
of the American public are not 
keen on helping any of the coun- 
tries in that area, just as they are 
not keen on foreign aid in 
general " Later, he said- "Even 
though I might believe that a 
program of reconstruction 
is 


an investment in peace, the 
Congress has to 
support it " 


The main difficulty is that 


Congress does not yet know 
what it is being asked to support. 
No detailed aid plan has been of- 
ficially proposed, nor has the 
White House said what such a 
program might cost. There is no 
money for reconstruction aid in 
the fiscal 1974 budget Nixon sent 
to Congress on Jan. 29. 


Reconstruction of the 
in- 


dustries of South Vietnam and 
other parts of Indochina would 
be expensive, but the task would 
be simple compared to that of 
restoring the area's shattered 
land. As Thomas Brindley noted 
m Far Eastern Economic 
Review, the Indochina war "has 
been a war against nature." 
Bombing and defoliation have 
left many agricultural areas un- 
suitable for cultivation 


The bombed-out cities of 


Western Europe were almost 
completely rebuilt within a 
decade. But Brindley observes 
that "Soils and land-forms that 
have been poisoned and torn up 
may take decades to be restored 
in even approximate fashion — if 
it is possible at all." Indochina's 
wounds may bear permanent 
scars.

To Your Good Health 


School Board Candidates 


As has come to be an accepted thing in Lin- 


coln, this year's election for the Board of Educa- 
tion presents another formidable list of candidates. 
It will be most surprising if out of the 10 candidates 
who have filed, three outstanding individuals are 
not finally elected. 


This year, it is difficult to discern what might 


truly be called issues that bear on the election 
process. This is a credit to the past board and the 
fine administration and faculty that can be found in 
the Lincoln school system. 


Not that there is nothing to talk about insofar 


as elementary and secondary education is con- 
cerned or that there are not areas of possible dis- 
agreement as between the candidates. Matters of 
communication are always important and in a state 
of transition. Such things as curriculum, tenure, 
transportation, level of taxation, various special 
education programs, physical plant and others can 
be and are profitable areas of discussion but we are 
without serious and obvious failures. 


Generally speaking, the Board of Education 


and the school people have done a creditable job. 
We have had a fair amount of innovation within the 
system but not gone to excess in this regard. 
^Relationships among students, parents, 
professionals and the board have, overall, been 
good and better than those of many communities. 


In total, the Lincoln school system has been 


and continues to be a good one. This is no basis for 
lethargy but it is an encouragement for the future. 


Continuing in this fashion and improving upon 


the foundations that are there will be the job of the 
three people finally elected to the board in May. It 
is The Star's feeling that the leading candidates for 
nomination are Pearl R. Goldenstein. Ted Devvey. 
Wallace M. Rudolph. Robert L. Rauch. Martin A. 
Dinsmore and Louis L. Roper. 


In deference to the high qualifications of all 


these candidates our editorial opinion as to the top 
three candidates will be reserved until the days 
preceding the May general election. 


Detour Ahead 


Although it will frustrate motorists during the 


spring and summer months, the resurfacing of 637 
blocks of Lincoln streets is needed and welcome. 


To finance what will probably be the biggest 


project of its kind in Lincoln's history. Mayor 
Schwartzkopf has okayed transfers of $1.1 million 
from other projects programmed in the street 
department budget for fiscal 1973. 


Some of the money will be taken from the 


Northeast Radial right-of-way purchase account. 
The city didn't spend all of the money it had 
budgeted for that purpose last year, so the transfer 
will not effect the current status — which is a state 
of limbo — of the radial. Most of the money 
transferred to the resurfacing project will come 
from the Holdrege St. improvement account and 
the major intersection channelization and traffic 
signal installation account. Coincidentally. both 
those projects could not have gotten underway as 
planned and thus the money would not have been 
used this year. Both will be rescheduled in future 
budgets 


The city. then, can rather easily come up with 


the additional million-plus dollars to add to the 
$600.000 originally planned for street repair 
without increasing the budget and having to look 
for other sources of revenue 


If there is a question concerning the resur- 


facing project, it is. why was it necessary to do 
everything at once0 


No one can blame the street department for 


the damaging freeze-thaw cycles this past winter. 
They were the last straw in collapsing the condition 
of Lincoln streets. Nor is the city responsible for 
the ever-increasing traffic volumes which take a 
toll on street surfaces. Those are two of the major 
factors which have required the massive repair 
project and the city had no control over them. 


But everything has seemed to happen at once. 


Lincoln streets are in about as bad condition as 
they have ever been in. 


Which makes us wonder if the city is budgeting 


enough money for year-to-year street maintenance. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 


been diagnosed as having a 
hereditary blood disease called 
hemachromatosis but have not 
been able to find much informa- 
tion about it. What effect, if any, 
does it have on my blood 
pressure? Is there any medica- 
tion 
for 
hema 


chromatosis?—D.H. 


Hemachromatosis involves an 


increased absorption of iron (a 
strange anomaly when so many 
people suffer from a lack of suf- 
ficient iron). 


Concern is more with other 


problems than blood pressure. 
The excess iron is deposited in 
various organs of the body, with 
emphasis on the liver and pan- 
creas. 


This in turn poses problems of 


liver disease and diabetes, this 
particular form being called 
"bronze diabetes" because it is 
accompanied by a brownish dis- 
coloration of the skin. 


Treatment, therefore, is fo- 


cused on the liver, and on con- 
trol of the diabetes with insulin, 
and large doses usually are 
required. 


Reduction of the iron in the 


system is primarily 
ac- 


complished by 
frequent 


withdrawal of a pint of blood, 
iron being plentiful in the red 
cells. Occasionally 
medication 


may be used for release of iron, 
but drawing blood is the usual 
method. 


This complicated ailment is 


seen chiefly in men, but 
sometimes affects women, too.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: All the 


people I know in the 6<£year 
bracket have told me they have a 
hiatus hernia (or is it hiatal?). 
What treatment 
is ad- 


visable?—Mrs. A.C. 


Either hiatal or hiatus is cor- 


rect. It's not such a universal 
complaint as your experience 
would indicate, but it is much 
more common than was realized 
some years ago.

If you haven't had any 


stomach distress (cramping, 
ulcer-like pain, regurgitation) 
there's no reason to think vou 


have a hiatal hernia. Or if you do 
happen to have it and it doesn't 
bother you, nothing need be 
done about it.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: About 


once a week I take a spoonful of 
Metamucil and this seems to 
keep me in pretty good shape. 
But in view of the fact that I 
have diabetes, I wonder if taking 
this more or less regularly is a 
good idea.—E.L. 


It won't harm you, and if this 


once-a-week dose" helps keep you 
regular — fine.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I dis- 


covered six years ago that I have 
diabetes. Since then I have been 
taking two Orinase a day, and 
now my doctor has put me on 
three Tolinase, but my urine 
sugar is still higher than it 
should be. 


I am 58, weight is 150. and 


blood sugar is around 175. What 
am I doing wrong, or what 
should I do?—Mrs. A.M. 


Your weight suggests that you 


aren't eating properly — a 
greater food intake than your 
medication can handle. I would 
suggest that you talk to your doc- 
tor about correcting your diet. 
With diabetes, medication can't 
do it' all. You have to avoid 
sugar, limit starches, and help in 
that way to limit calanes and 
hence your sugar. You may need 
insulin if the tablets fail to con- 
trol you.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Could 


anemia cause swollen legs from 
ankles to knees? And what is 
plastic anemia?—M.M.H. 


Yes, anemia can cause 


swelling of the legs. 


Other question: the word is 


aplastic. not plastic. It means, 
briefly, that the bone marrow is 
not manufacturing red blood 
cells properly. Sometimes the 
cause cannot be ascertained

Mr. Gray Confirms The Doubts 


NEW YORK - From the day- 


he was nominated to be the per- 
manent director of the F.B.I. 
there have been two fundamen- 
tal objections to L. Patrick Gray 
3d. Eight days of testimony 
before a Senate committee have 
only confirmed those doubts 


First, Mr. Gray was obviously 


a partisan Republican appointee 
of a partisan Republican presi- 
dent. Second, he did not appear 
to be a big enough man in his 
own right either to stand against 
partisan political pressures or to 
reassure the public that he could 
do so if necessary. For these 
reasons, his appointment was 
almost certain to politicize an of- 
fice that ought to be as free of 
partisanship as possible. 


His own admissions have 


shown that Mr. Gray, as acting 
director, has been too sub- 
missive. He told the judiciary 
committee, for instance, that At- 
torney General Kleindlenst had 
ordered him not to testify 
further about the Watergate 
case. 


The F.B.f. director, of course, 


is normally subordinate to the 
attorney general, but the latter 
is a political figure and ordinari- 
ly has little direct control of the 
director's conduct of specific in- 
vestigations or his congressional 
appearances. Mr. Gray generally 
obeyed this blatantly political 
order, yet did not follow the 
accepted procedural rules of the 
F B.I. by referring to the at- 
torney general jfie White 


House's request for the 
Watergate files.

Instead. Mr. Gray shipped the 


files right along to presidential 
counsel John W. Dean 3d. even 
after he knew Mr. Dean might 
have had too close a relationship 
with some of the accused men in 
the Watergate case: and even 
after Mr. Dean, by Mr. Gray's 
testimony, appeared to have 
misled F.B.I, agents as to 
whether or not E. Howard Hunt 
Jr. had had a White House of- 
fice. 


In the first case, Mr. Gray 


suggested, the fact that Mr. 
Dean was the President's 
counsel was sufficient justifica- 
tion. In the second, it was 
Senator Robert Byrd who called 
the discrepancy to Mr. Gray's 
attention, a circumstance which 
makes the acting director look 
something less than an alert 
bloodhound of the law. 


These disclosures followed 


Mr. Gray's admission that he 
had allowed Mr. Dean to sit in 
on F.B.I, interviews with White 
House 
officials, 
something 


former justice department of- 
ficials say J. Edgar Hoover 
would not have tolerated. The 
picture of Mr. Gray thus 
emerging from the hearings is of 
an official who regarded himself 
as fundamentally a part of the 
Nixon administration 
and an 


agent of the White House (he 
even asked John Mitchell's per- 
mission to interview Mrs. 
Mitchell, and it does n/Jk 


diminish the impropriety of such 
subservience that Mr. Mitchell

Mr. Gray — who seems candid 


to a fault, a rarity in this ad- 
ministration — does not even 
appear to be a valued agent of 
the White House, which has 
denied him twice. Once, press 
secretary Ron Ziegler chastised 
him for allegedly making public 
F.B.I, "raw" files; then, Mr. 
Ziegler strongly denied that Mr. 
Dean had misled the senators 
about Howard Hunt's 
office. 


And Ron Ziegler is not known 
for speaking beyond the explicit 
instructions of his boss. 


Several conclusions may be 


ventured. One is that the 
judiciary committee ought to 
persevere in its efforts to inter- 
view John Dean, an obviously 
i m p o r t a n t party in the 
Watergate investigation, and one 
whose claim to executive 
privilege won't hold much 
water 


Executive privilege clearly 


ought and usually has been 
reserved for the protection of 
high state policy — for instance, 
what Henry Kissinger might 
have advised Mr. Nixon in

And anyway, in 
this particular instance, Mr.

Mr. Gray's candor and the un- 


kind cuts dealt him by the White 
House notwithstanding, the 
Senate must also insist on a 
more suitable director for the 
F B.I. Not that anyone should 
expect Mr. Nixon, if Mr. Gray is 
rejected, to nominate a liberal 
Democrat, he may, in that case, 
pick a more "hard-line" law en- 
forcement man than Mr. Gray 
has shown himself to be. One 
possibility is reported to be 
Washington Police Chief Jerry 
Wilson; although the name of 
•former Gov. Richard Ogilvie 
of Illinois also has been 
suggested. 


But the problem for the 


Senate is not so much to pass on 
the views of Mr. Nixon's 
nominee, but to ascertain 
whether he is a man of in- 
dependence and strength, with 
the kind of public stature that 
can keep the F.B.I, from being 
placed completely 
at any 


president's beck and call. 


Giving a new director a fixed 


term might be one way to guard 
against that; but it might also 
mean too much turnover, or 
cause a director to spend too 
much time seeking renomination 
and reconfirmation. In the final 
analysis, the character of the 
new director will matter most, 
and there the Senate ought to 
concentrate its concern.

Of Slaying Yablonski 


Erie, Pa. (AP)-William J. 


Pjater. a former United Mine 
Workers organizer, was con- 
victed of first-degree murder 
Monday night in the slaying of 
UMW reformist Joseph A 
"Jock" Yablonski. 


T.The verdict was returned by 
ai) Erie County Court jury of 
seven men and five women 
following 6'2 hours of delibera- 
tion and after the prosecutor in 
Jhf case asserted that former 
UMW President W.A. "Tony- 
Boyle was "the person who set 
this chain of events in motion." 
^Prater was convicted on three 
counts of first-degree murder — 
qne each for Yablonski and his 
wife and daughter, who were 
slain with the fiery union in- 
surgent.

Sprague made the accusation 
against Boyle in summing up the 
government's case against 
Prater.

Boyle repeatedly has denied 


any connection with the 
murders. No charges have been 
placed against him. 


Prater, a former UMW field 


organizer, faces three counts of 
murder in the slayings of union 
reformist Joseph A. "Jock" 
Yablonski and his wife and 
daughter. 


The killings occurred on Dec. 


31, 1969, three weeks after Boyle 
defeated Yablonski in a bitterly 
fought election for the UMW 
presidency. 


The defense, in its summation 


earlier, told the Erie County 
C'ourt jury of seven men and five 
women that the government 
case was "a fabric of lies." He 
contended that the prosecution 
and FBI were "out to get" Boyle 
and in the process were 
railroading Prater. 


Judge Edward Carney told the 


jurors they could acquit Prater 
or convict him of first-degree 
murder, second-degree murder 
or voluntary manslaughter. 


Prater, 53, of LaFollette 


Tenn.. is one of seven persons 
charged in the case thus far. Of 
the others, only one — Albert E. 
Pass. 52. of Middlesboro. Ky. — 
still is awaiting trial. 


bprague accused Boyle of lying 


when he took the stand last week 
to testify in Prater's behalf. 


Boyle's testimony centered 


about a transfer of $20,000 in un- 
ion money which the govern- 
ment claimed was used to 
f i n a n c e the k i l l i n g s . He 
acknowledged ordering the 
transfer, but said the money was 
for union organizing work. 


"And why is Tony Boyle lying 


about it?" Sprague asked. 


"Because there you have the 


beginning." he said. "You have 
the person who set this chain of 
events in motion." 


Sprague noted that Boyle con- 


firmed he never investigated to 
find out what actually happened 
to the S20.000 


"The truth is. members of the 


jury, that from Tony Boyle on 
down 
they did not have to 


check where the money went 
because they knew," Sprague 
said. 


attar tuftv at 


Referring to the claim* by H. 


David Rothman, Prater's at- 
torney, that the prosecution was 
railroading Prater, Sprague said: 
"My blood boils every time I 
hear that kind of speech. Always 
blaming somebody else. Always 
making everybody else the 
culprit. 


"How 
fishy can you be? 


Railroad job? I'll tell you where 
the railroad job comes from. It 
comes from the defense 
believing it can con you, the 
members of this jury." 


If convicted, Prater could be 


sentenced to life imprisonment 
on each murder charge. 


"I suggest to you that you saw 


(in this trial) where we are and 
where we have to go — Tony 
Boyle and Albert Pass." Sprague 
said in his summation. 


"You are not as jurors to con- 


sider the guilt of Albert Pass or 
the guilt of Tony Boyle," 
Sprague continued. "But con- 
sider what you know about their 
participation." 


Pass was secretary-treasurer 


of the UMW's District 19. in- 
cluding parts of eastern Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, when the 
Yablonskis were slain, and 
Prater was a District 19 
organizer. 


The government claimed that 


it was through District 19 that 
Pass and Prater sought and 
received $20,000 in union money 
directly from Boyle to finance 
the killings. 


The money ostensibly was for 


union organizing purposes, but 
the government contended that 
it actually was distributed in 
small checks to pensioned UMW 
members who cashed 
the 


checks, then kicked the money 
back to Pass and Prater. 


Subsequently, the government 


claimed, most of the cash was 
passed on to those who handled 
the slayings. 


"It was all a fabric of lies and 


it smells." Rothman said of the 
prosecution's case in his summa- 
tion. "In legal parlance. I think 
they call it a railroad job. to 
protect someone who is guilty 
and convict someone who is 
not." 


Rothman. who spoke for two 


hours, then referred to the fact 
that of the five persons previous- 
ly charged in the case, four had 
turned state's evidence. Three of 
them testified against Prater.

Urbom said the "guardian ad 


htem" would not displace the 
parents as representatives of the 
plaintiffs, but the guardians 
would be alert to potential and 
actual differences in position's 
asserted by the parents and 
positions that need to be 
asserted on behalf of the plain- 
tiffs 


"I cannot be insensitive to the 


possibility that the interests of 
the parents may conflict with 
those of the children at the 
Beatrice State Home," Urbom 
said. 


Urbom also granted a motion 


bv the National Center for Law 
and the Handicapped, a non- 
profit organization funded 
through the II S. Department ot 
Health.

physician who has been one of 
the chief architects of the new 
program said 


He is Dr. Dean A. McGee of 


Lexington, chairman of the ad- 
hoc committee ot the Nebraska 
Medical Assocation, 
which 


worked with University of 
Nebraska School of Medicine of- 
ficials and members of the 
Legislature's Health and Welfare 
Committee in developing the 
program that is now law. 


McGee said the career oppor- 


tunity phase of the program is a 
valuable second benefit to the 
state and will complement the 
primary benefit, which is to 
provide more health services for 
people of the state 


Two-Year College 


"Young people can begin the 


two-year training program after 
they have accumulated 60 hours 
of college credits." McGee 
pointed out "They then take an 
additional 
two-year training 


program and will undoubtedly 
have good opportunities for 


positions either in Nebraska or 
in the 16 other states which 
accept physician's assistants " 


"We cannot know for sure 


what salaries will be, but they 
will certainly be in the $8,000 to 
$17,000 range And where they 
go from there will be up to the 
individual and the situation he is 
in," the physician said. 


"Nebraska has adopted an 


excellent approved program of 
education and training 
of 


physician's assistants that will be 
one of the best in the country," 
McGee stated. "Our Nebraska 
program is based on the best 
parts of approved programs in 
states which are recognized as 
having the finest. They include 
North Carolina, Wisconsin, 
Pennsylvania, New York and

started the program in January

Monday. 


George E Killian, executive director of the National 


Junior College Athletic Association, said his organiza- 
tion opposed the bill because "federal intervention 
should occur only when there has been a showing of 
abuse or disagreement." 


"We do not believe we have been guilty of this," 


Killian told Rep James G O'Hara, D-Mich., chairman 
of the Hr-re Education subcommittee considering the 
proposal. 


IJr. Oscar Smukler, the association's commissioner 


of eligibility, told the subcommittee that if legislation 
prohibited such sanctions "certain coaches will try to 
exploit their star athletes. 


"That's what's going to happen, if you give them 


free rein," Smukler said 


Killian testified. "We sincerely feel that we know 


what is best for the schools and individuals we repre- 
sent and serve. 


• 'Until such time that we fail in our commitments 


and obligations, we feel this responsibility should con- 
tinue to rest with us." 


James L. Chapman, president of West Liberty State 


College, however, accused the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association (NCAA) of "arbitrary" decisions 
and of becoming "a law until itself " 


Chapman s college, as a result ot sanctions, has 


withdrawn from NCAA membership. 


"I feel the executives of the NCAA have acted in an 


arbitrary manner and wield entirely too much power 
over the heads of their member institutions." he saiu 


George M. Wilson, president of the U S. Modern 


Pentathlon and Biathlon Association, said he sup- 
ported the idea of some sort of legislation to give 
amateur athletes greater freedom to compete inter- 
nationally 


But Wilson said another proposal to set up a federal 


amateur sports commission to regulate varsity sports 
would be "tantamount to the possible destruction of 
the national sports governing bodies in this country, or 
the creation of greater conflicts than presently exist "

Ex-Baseball Great 
George Sisler Dies 


ST. LOUIS (UPI) - George 


Sisler, a member of baseball's 
Hall of Fame who twice batted 
over .400 despite serious eye 
problems, died Monday follow- 
ing a brief illness. 


Sisler, who was 80 Saturday, 


had been a patient for the last 
eight days at St. Mary's Health 
Center. 


Hospital officials never speci- 


fied Sisler's illness but said only 
he had been in a "generally run- 
down condition." He was taken 
off the critical list on his 
birthday Saturday when a 
hospital spokesman said he 
appeared "chipper." 


The spokesman said Sisler had 


maintained a keen interest in 
baseball since his hospitali- 
zation. 


Sisler. who was born on March 


24. 1893 at Manchester. Ohio. 
was nicknamed 
"Gorgeous 


George" because of his all-round 
abilities as a hitter and fielder. A 
two-time .400-hitter. with a top 
of .420 for the St. Louis Browns 
in 1922. Sisler helped perfect the 
first-to-short-first 
double play 


and was compared as a defensive 
expert to Hal Chase. 


Sisler. left-handed all the way. 


was elected to baseball's Hall of 
Fame in 1939. after compiling a 
340 batting average for the 
Browns. Washington .Senators 
and Boston Braves from 1915 
through 1930. He led the 
American League in batting 
twice —with a .407 average in 
1920 and a .420 mark in 1922 even 
though he was afflicted by eye 
trouble during that part of his 
career and at times was 
threatened with blindness. He 
was out the entire 1923 season 
with the eye affliction. 


Ty Cobb and Rogers Hornsby. 


fellow Hall of Famers. are the 
only players in baseball history 
who batted more than ,400 three 
times and the .422 mark com- 
piled by Nap Lajoie in 1901 and 
the .424 average by Hornsby in 
1924 are the only marks higher 
than Sisler's .420". 


Sisler still holds the modern 


major league mark of making 
257 hits in one season (1920) and 
held the record of hitting safely 
in 41 consecutive games (1922') 
until Joe DiMaggio of the New- 
York Yankees set the new stan- 
dard of 56 consecutive games in 
1941. Sisler was named the most 
valuable player in the American 
League in 1922 by the Chalmers 
Automobile Company. The 
award was the forerunner of the 
annual award presented to 
modern MVP's by the Baseball 
Writers Association of America. 


Sisler. who stood 5 feet, 10 in- 


ches and weighed about 175 
pounds, was considered one of 
the most graceful players ever 
seen on a diamond-both in the 
field and at bat. Despite a 
phlegmatic personality, howe- 
ver, he was famous even before 
he played in his first big league 
game. 


His entrance into professional 


baseball in 1915 caused a bitter 
dispute, which resulted in one of 
the game's most 
important 


changes.

The 1965 school lands law. 


passed over the veto of the then 
Gov Frank Morrison, required 
the Board of Educational Lands 
and Funds (BELF) to sell the 1.6 
million remaining acres of 
school land as individual leases 
expired 


The law was challenged and 


the State Supreme Court voted 4- 
3 to 
hold the 
law un- 


constitutional. 
But Nebraska's

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LINCOLN, Neb. (AP) - The 


Legislature refused Monday to 
be rushed into espousing a new 
U.S. constitutional amendment 
prohibiting abortions. 


Instead, 
lawmakers decided 


the issue needed a public hear- 
ing before one of the un- 
i c a m e r a 1' s standing com- 
mittees. 


Giving rise to the decision was 


Resolution No. 23, introduced 
last Thursday why the Public 
Health 
and 
Welfare Com- 


mittee, which also is con- 
sidering an abortion bill. 


The resolution asks Congress 


to take appropriate action 
toward adoption of a con- 
stitutional amendment effec- 
tively prohibiting abortions at 
will. 


Sen. Thomas Kennedy of New- 


man Grove, as chairman of the 


Public Health Committee, 
moved to suspend the rules so 
the resolution could be debated 
and voted upon forthwith. The 
motion was favored 26-17 but 
needed 30 approving votes for 
adoption. 


By a 31-2 vote then, lawmak- 


ers approved Omaha Sen. Rich- 
ard Proud's motion to have the 
bill referred to a committee for 
public hearing. 


Specifically, 
Resolution 
23 


asks a U.S. constitutional 
amendment "that will guaran- 
tee the explicit rights, including 
due process of law, which apply 
to the unborn in the same man- 
ner and to the same extent as all 
other citizens of the United 
States, and will guarantee that 
no human life will be denied 
protection of law or deprived of 
life on account of age, sickness, 


state of development or condi- 
tion of dependency or wanted- 
ness."
